In Missouri the storm centers in La- 


fayette county in the west and St. 
Louis in the east. 


Near Page City six lives w«re lost. 


The section house at Stanberry was 
also visited by disaster. At least two 
women were killed and many injured, 
while the losses will amount to thou- 
sands of dollars. 


Yesterday afternoon about 4 o'clock 


a terrific storm swept down upon the 
vicinity of Hiawatha, Kan. Scared 
parents ran to the schoolhouses for 
their children, but learned that they 
had been sent home by the teachers in 
order to escape the storm. Then came 
a fierce wind, which crushed in weak 
store

and 
awnings 
and 


threw over outhouses and chimneys. 
Then it quieted and was followed 
by a

latter of which crashed through win- 
dows and split the weatherboards of 
houses. The damage was confined to 
the breakage of window-gloss and the 
overthrowing of out-buildings.

The Debate on the Second Kaadlnff <K 


the Home Hule BUI. 


LONDON, April 14.—The debate on 


the second reading of the home rule 
bill was continued in the house of 
commons yesterday. Rt Hon. Heury 
Chaplin, who was president of the 
board of agriculture in Lord Salis- 
bury's last cabinet, dissected the bill 
from the conservative point of view 
and pointed out the many flaws in it. 
Mr. Chaplin in the course of 
his 


speech, took occasion to quote from a 
speech delivered by Mr. Gladstone in 
1681, in which the improved conditions 
which had been effected in Ireland in 
the preceding twenty 
years were 


pointed out 
Mr. Chaplin referred to 


the opinions of Cavourf Cet&eken and 
Molinaires against home rule as dis- 
proving 
Mr. Gladstone's statement 


that foreign opinion was unanimously 
on his side. 


"If Mr. Gladstone," exclaimed Mr. 


Chaplin," is going to take his prin- 
ciples from the foreign enemies of 
England, it is time he relinquished the 
cares of the government." 


Continuing, he said that the retention 


of the Irish members in the imperial 
parliament, an provided for in the bill 
would prove the beginning of a system 
of danger and intrigue. 


John Edward Redmond (Parnellite) 


member forWoterford City, followed 
Mr. Chaplin. lie declared that the 
speceh made by Mr. Chaplin was stale, 
flat and unprofitable. 
The former 


president of the board of agriculture, 
Mr. Redmond said, was & type of the 
governors who had made Ireland disaf- 
fected and the concession of home rule 
to that country invisible. 


Mr. Redmond declared that he him- 


self did not believe the bill to be a final 
settlement, and he agreed with Mr. 
Chamberlain that the final settlement 
would be found in the direction of a 
ederalism. Continuing his remarks, 
ffr. Hedmond made a lengthy review of 
he historic basis of Ireland's demands 
or home rule. 


King Humbert and Suite Call on Queen 
Victoria. 


FLORENCE, April 14.—King Humbert, 


accompanied by Sig. Benedito Erini, 
minister of foreign affairs, and by the 
royal suite, arrived here on a visit to 
Queen Victoria, who is spending sev-'v 
eral weeks at the Villa Palinieri, near 
Florence. 


A multitude of people thronged the 


itreets and cheered King Humbert 
teartily as he passed. Prince Ferdi- 
nand of Bulgaria and his mother, the 
"^rlncess Clementine, have also arrived 
n Florence. 


King Humbert drove to the villa, ac- 
ouipnmed by the duke of Aosta, and 
the members of his cabinet, who had 
come with him toFlorence. The party 
arrived at the Villa Palmier! at 1 
o'clock. Queen Victoria received her 
guests with extreme cordiality, and 
subsequently had a long conversation 
v ith King Humbert 
Her majesty was 


larticularly solicitous In Inquiring as 
o the health of Queen Margherlta. 


King Humbert presented to Queen 


Victoria an autograph letter from 
Queen Marguerite, in which the.latter 
expressed her deepest regret that in- 
disposition from which aha was suffer- 
ng had deprived her of the pleasure of 
visiting her majesty. 


The return of the royal party to 


Florence was awaited by the crowd, 
and their journey to the city was 
marked by a repetitio'n of the eitfehtt- 
slara manifested on their trip to the 
Villa Palmieri. 


The Extradition ol Baltour Refused. 
BUENOS AYBES, April 1*.—The Ar- 


gentine Times states that the Argentine 
rovernment has refused the request of 
,ho British minister, Hon. F. J. Paclcen- 
tam, for the extradition of Jabez 
ipencer Balfour, late member of par- 
lanient for Bnrlay, and who is alleged 
;o have been deeply involved in the 
fraud and embezzlement which brought 
.bout the ruin of the Liberator B uild- 
r.g Society and other similar financial 
institutions. 


The request for his extradition was 


refused on the ground of the absence 
of any treaty providing against his 
case, but the Times stated that he 
would have been delivered up to the 
British authorities, had Mr. Paclcen- 
lam been able to guarantee 
that 


Great Britain would deliver up persons 
charged with similar Crimea to the Ar- 
gentine 
authorities. Argentine de- 


ilined to accept authority for any such 
arrangement, and the 'attempts to ex- 
tradite Balfour were, therefore, unsuc- 
cessful. 


Balfour Arrested. 


LONDON, April M —It in stated here 


on reliable 1 authority that, notwith- 
standing the statements in tne dis- 
patches from Buenos Ayrea that the 
Argentine authorities had declined to 
surrender Jabez Spenker Balfour, as a 
matter of fact he hut been arrested and 
will be brought to England. 


The Behrln* Bern OontroTtmr. 


PARIS, April 14.—Upon the resump- 


tion of the sitting of the Behring sea 
court of arbitration yesterday, Mr. 
James C. Carter continued, in behalf 
of the United States, the presentation 
of the American side ol the case, com- 
menced Wednesday. He read letters 
bearing upon the questions at inn* 
aant by Mr. James G. Blatne, when sec- 
retary of state, to Sir Julian Paunce- 
tote, then British minister at Wa»h- 
ington. 
After reading the letters 


Mr. 
Carter 
lengthily 
commented 


upon them. Be contended that Mr. 
Elaine's communications to the Brit- 


ish representative showed that the 
basis of negotiation for the regulation 
of the sealing industry wa» to preserve 
the seal species, sod this apart from 
>t ho quest ion of rights. Lord Salisbury, 
Mr. Carter contended, had in his dis- 
patches to Sir Julian Pauncetote, in re- 
sponse to Mr. Elaine's letter, ingen- 
uously evaded rather than aniiwered 
Mr. Elaine's arguments that palegic 
fishing was contrabano mores. , 


The Strikes In Belgium Spreading. 
BRUSSELS, April 14.—The strike inau- 


gurated by the labor leaders as a pro- 
test against the rejection by the cham- 
ber of deputies of the universal suf- 
frage bill la still spreading. In the 
vicinity of Mons, the capital of the 
province of Hainaut, which is always 
prominent ID labor disturbances, 15,- 
009 men are on strike. Fftoen mines 
and two factories in the central dis- 
trict are idle. At Verviers, an impor- 
tant manufacturing town 
fourteen 


miles east of Liege, sixty-five factories 
have been competed to close In conse- 
quence of the exodus of their em- 
ployes. The decree ordering-the strike 
has as yet not been obeyed either at 
Charleroi or Liege. 


A thousand 
rioters crowded the 


lower part of the city last evening 
and smashed in the windows oi many 
cafes and shops as they marched along. 


In the Place de la Monie the police 


charged the rioters with drawn sabers 
and dispersed them. Several persons 
were severely Injured. Many arrests 
were made. 


Among the men arrested are the 


socialist leaders Volders, Vandervled 
and Maes. They were arrested while 
inciting the rioters to further violence. 
It is reported that anarch ists distrib- 
uted cartridges among the crowd. 
The civil guards were called out and 
held In readiness for any emergency.

struck the town fire broke out in the 
debris of >a Chinese laundry and the 
mass of wreckage caught and burned 
all night and yesterday.

buildings were burned to a crisp. 


One storm from the eut and one 


from the west met over the town and 
began a rotary motion, which tore 
huge trees like weeds. The cyclone

Emma Lusk, wife of tho night tele- 


graph operator, was In her house with 
her husband and three children. The 
Vbsband got out, the woman was killed, 
and the three children were blown a 
hundred yards through the air. They 
were naked when found, but unin- 
jured. 


Isaac Chapman was crushed under

At the second 
audience, held alone with President 
Dole, Mr. Blount said that the follow- 
ing day he should lower the American 
flag, break Camp Boston, send tho 
American seamen back to their vessel 
and declare the protectorate ended. 
Hla reason was that he wanted to put 
the provisional government on a plane 
of Independence, so that in his deal- 
ings with it then should be no imputa- 
tion of coercion. 


Th« provisional leaden were badly 


•surprised, but they spent the night in 
drilling their troops and preparing for 
any surprise that might follow the 
withdrawal of the marines and blue- 
jackets. The streets were full of ru- 
mors that Mr. Blount proposed tore- 
store the queen, and these wild tales 
created Intense excitement among the 
natives. The queen hastily summoned 
her followers, and th* report wae 
given out that the moment the Ameri- 
can colors wen lowered she would ask 
the Japanese to declare a protectorate. 
These rumors proved unfounded. 


The morning of April 1 a great 


crowd assembled In front of the gov- 
ernment buildings. The full force of 
the provisional army was gathered. At 
tbe command of Mr. Blonnt a buglar 
gave the signal and the American colors 
came down. The descent of the flag 
was watched in deep silence. Then 
the Hawaiian flag was hoisted. It re- 
ceived no cheers, for everyone knew it 
was not the new government desired. 


Blount, on April a, had a conference 


with the provisional leaders, at which 
he assured them that neither Japan 
nor any other power would be per- 
mitted to land troops to menace tho 
government. 
Since then there has 


been. considerable 
excitement, but 


nothing has occurred ta disturb the 
peace, and the provisional troops are 
amply sufficient to guard against

of

Hawaiian^ 


to upset the government It was re- 
marked by many with surprise that no 
demonstration of any kind hod been 
made when the Hawaiian flag wan 
raised. It was afterwards ascertained 
that the queen had requested some of 
her people to instruct the natives to 
make no outbursts oa tbe occasion. 
Commissioner Blount remains a good 
deal of aa American sphynx with the 
majority of tbe people here. He is a 
good questioner, but is not so ready at 
Imparting information.

Judge jaokeon ana Btate Sov- 


ereignty. 


Recent developments connected with 


th* appointment by President Harrison 
ot Judge Jackson to the supreme court 
bench show that Harrison knew his 
man. 
There is bat one matter upon 


which tbe supreme court is. called to give 
an opinion in which a Democratic oourl 
wonld be dangerous to th* government 
That question is the one involving .the 
dogma ot state sovereignty, which it ia 
supposed was settled by the civil war 
bnt which is still periodically pressed to 
the front by the bourbon school ot Dem- 
ount* as a living issue in defiance ot the 
results ot tb* war. 


When the appointment ot Judge Jack 


son was made the president nnofncUIly 
stated that more conviction for tbe viola 
tion ot federal laws had been Bsoured in 
Judge Jaokson'a court than in other 
court in tne country. It seems the pros 
idenl knew bis man. 


Jndfce Jackson recently wrote ant 


delivered the opinion ot the court in a 
ease involving the question ot state sov 
ereignty, and in this opinion there is a 
distinct declaration ot the fact that the 
results ot the civil war settled the ques- 
tion ot state sovereignty against the vie 
taken by the Booth and the Democratic 
party previous to that event 
It is tc 


the effect that the states of the Union 
are not independent government?, having 
all the poweas ot nations, exoept snob «s 
have been conferred upon the federa 
government. Tbe case was one wherein 
it was contended that a prisoner arrestei 
in one state, upon a wariant ot extradi 
tion from another, conld only be tried 
tor tbe specific crime charged in the 
warrant. 


The deoision holds that while this is 


true as to a fugitive from justice brongh 
back from a foreign nation, it does not 
apply as between the states of tbe Union 
The decision asserte: 


"Upon the surrender ot a fugitive to 
the states demanding his return nnder a 
national law, he may be tried m the s'ate 
to which he is returned for any other 
offense than that specified in tba requisi- 
tion tor hi* rendition, and in so trying 
him against his objection no right, privi- 
lege or immunity secured to him by tbe 
constitution and laws ot the United 
States is thereby denied." 


This vary clearly proclaims the fallacy 


ot state sovereignty; a point never before 
covered by the supreme court. Bpssk 
ingot this decision the Ht. Louis Ola!*; 
Democrat says:

believed in the theory ot S.ate rights 
that he now officially repudiates. He 
took part in the rebellion whioh was d* 
signed to vindicate and enforce that the- 
ory; but nnlike many ot those who par- 
ticipated with him in that desperate 
undertaking, be reoognim the fact that 
it waa a tailor* and that th* failure ug- 
mSed a roll and permanent adjustment 
erf tb* matter ia accordance with the doc- 
trine for whuh the North contended. 
The averag* Southern statesman insists 
that tba war did not deride anything ex- 
rept that on* side was physically strong- 
er than the other; bntJudge JaeSraos 
logically and honestly puts a different 
eoastnetkn upon th* triumph of the 
TJatoa armies aud tbe overthrow ot the 
Oonfederwy.
